£10,000 will be nothing like enough to 
build a special Grand Prix car to 
represent France, but it should be de- 
cidedly helpful to the promoters of: races, 
provided that it is not attempted to spread 
the money over too many events. 
Details of the manner in which the sub- 
sidy is to be allocated have not, so far as 
I know, been published, so that it is just 
possible that it will not go to the race 
promoters, but to the manufacturers of 
racing cars. One report says ‘‘ the money 
will help to stimulate the French motor 
industry.” | 

Surely, however, £10,000 would be a 
mere drop in the ocean to any firm manu- 
facturing cars in a serious way, whereas .it 
could be really useful to a race-promoting 
body. If the Free State Government would 
help racing in this country with even a 
quarter of such a grant the balance-sheets 
of our race-promoting clubs would make 
happier reading. 


VERY year I study with a great deal 
of interest the analysis, by The 
Autocar of the perforrhances of cars road- 
tested by its staff. Figures always are 
preferable to theories or opinions, though 
the paper warns its readers not to make 
too much of them ‘‘ for sheer performance, 
interesting though it is, is not every- 
thing.” . 
Fifty-two British closed cars of 1936 
were tested by The Awtocar. and of these 
the fastest was the 44-litre Bentley, which 
had a best timed’ speed of 94.74 m.p.h., 
and a mean maximum timed speed of 90.91 
m.p.h. The same car had the best 
acceleration from 10 to 30 m.p.h, (3.4 
seconds), and from 30 to 50 m.p.h. (5.6 
seconds), as well as the best acceleration. 
up to 50 m.p.h. through the gears (10.3 
seconds). Its speed up a 1 in 5 test-hill 
of 22.66 m.p.h. was the fastest of the cars 
tested. 
The best petrol consumption was the 8 
h.p. Ford’s 38-40 m.p.h., and the lowest 
weight in pounds per cubic centimetre of 
engine capacity was the 30 h.p. Ford V-8's 
.87: The best brake test figure was given 
by the 25.7 h.p. Daimler, which. stopped 
from 30 m.p.h. in 27 feet: 
Better speeds were shown, in the Conti- 
nental closed car class, by the 5-litre super- 
tharged Mercedes-Benz, with a mean 
maximum of 96.26 m.p.h., and a best timed 
speed of 100.56 m.p.h. Figures of 89.78 
m.p.h. and 92.48 m.p.h., respectively, 
were given by the 39.2 h.p. Cord in the 
American closed car class. 


Good Figures 


THER best performances in the 
Continental and American closed car 
classes included a brake test figure of 25ft. 
for the Frazer Nash-B.M.W., and of 26ft. 
for the 28.8 h.p. Railton. The Railton also 
had the best acceleration of the American 
cars, going from 10 to 30 m.p.h. in 2.8 
seconds, and from 30 to 50 m.p.h. in 4.4 
seconds. Of the Continental cars, the 
Delahaye went from 10 to 30 m.p.h. in 3 
seconds, and the Mercedes went from 30 to 
50 m.p.h. in 3.9 seconds, ) 

Petrol consumption was heavier than in 
the British section, the best continental 
car being the 17.9 h.p. Renault Airluxe at 
28 m.p.g., and the best American the 16.9 
h.p. Terraplane at 20-235 m.p.g. 

In the British open car class the 45 
litre Lagonda had a mean maximum timed 
speed of 93.02 m.p.h., and a best timed 
speed of 96.77 m.p.h. Best acceleration 
was by the 20.8 h.p. Salmson—from 10 to 
30 m.p.h. in 3.8 seconds; from 30 to 50 
m.p.h. in 6.5 seconds. Best brake test 
figure was the 10 h.p. Rapier’s 24 feet, 
and best petrol consumption was the P B 
Midget’s 35 m.p.g.

ARTICULAR forms of trouble recur 
from time to time with a motor 
engine which could be avoided if certain 
facts were realised. Messrs. Barimar, the 
well-known scientific welding firm, tell 
me that they have received for welding a 
number of cylinder blocks which’ have, 
apparently, inexplicable water leaks, and: 
in many cases the trouble has arisen after 
new valve seats in the form: of inserts 
have been fitted. 
Valve seatings of this type may be satis- 
factory when the cylinder casting or 
cylinder head is designed to receive them ;

but, if this was not the original intention 
of fhe designer, there is a grave danger 
of cracks developing in the. recesses 
machined to receive the inserts. This is 
because the casting must be relatively thin 
in the neighbourhood of the valve seats in 
order to facilitate cooling, and there is 
frequently insufficient thickness of metal 
to permit the machining of recesses for 
inserts with safety. , 

Trouble often occurs after the inserts 
have been pressed into position, and the 
first sign of the leakage is often the 
presence of water with the oil in the 
sump. It is, therefore, always advisable 
for cylinders to be pressure-tested after 
inserts are fitted, ‘and it is, of course, an 
extg safeguard to test them before the 
inserts are put in. When, however, valve 
seats are -renewed by welding, these 
troubles do not arise, as the seats become 
a part of the original casting.

THE KING'S CHAMPION 


a 


EW of us with British blood in our 
F veins can fail to be thrilled at the 
thought of this year’s Coronation at 
Westminster Abbey. Already thousands ol 
visitors have booked their passages for the 
Old Country, determined to take part, if only 
as spectators, in the most brilliant State 
ceremony since the Coronation of the late 
King George V. in 1911, and to worship at 
the shrine of the ancient ceremonial and 
colourful pageantry bequeathed to us from 
the Middle: Ages. 
The date of the Coronation of King 
George VI and Queen Elizabeth has been 
proclaimed as May 12th, 1937, and the pic- 
turesque Proclamation ceremony gives a Íore- 
taste of the magnificent pageantry to be 
expected, . : 

A year is not too far ahead for the pre- 
arations Íor such an event, and already 
State officials have their hands and minds full 
sorting out the perplexities and tangles of 
tradition and precedence handed down 
through the centuries. 

When William the Conqueror landed in 
Britain he allotted the country between his 
faithful followers, on condition that each per- 
formed a definite duty when called upon. An. 
so in 1066 started the Court of Claims, 
which ever since has been called before each. 
Coronation, It consists of forty-one mem. 
bers, and its function is te decide who '“ by 
ancient Customs and Usages of this Realm, 
as also in regard of divers Tenures of sundrv 
Manors, Lands, and other Hereditaments ”’ 
and ‘‘bound to do and. perform divers Ser- 
vices’ at the coming Coronation. 


RIGHT TO’ CROWN 


The first claimant is the Archbishop. cf 
Canterbury, who. asserts his right to place 
the crown on the King’s nead. This is in- 
variably admitted. 

Then comes the Lord Great Chamberlain, 
who superintends the Royal Household on the 
day of the Coronation. He will asky amony 
other things, that ‘‘he might have livery 
and lodging in the King’s Court at all times, 
and bring to His Majesty on the day of his 
Coronation His Majesty’s apparel that he 
might dress His Majesty, and might have all 
profits and fees thereunto belonging, namely, 
forty yards of crimson’ velvet for 
his robes on the day of His Majesty's 
Coronation, together with the bed 
whereon His Majesty lay the previous night 
to the Coronation, with all the valance and 
the curtains thereof.’’ 

_it was the custom in the old days for the 
King to travel from the Tower (which was 
then a Royal residence) to Westminster the 
day before the Coronation and sleep at, West- 
minster for the night. Hence the allusion to 
the bed. 

For centuries the Lord Great Chamberlain's 
‘laim was admitted in full. but the claim 
was waived in the reign of James I., at His 
Majesty's request, and a sum of £200 paid 
in heu thereof. The fee increased in the 
reign of Queen Anne to £300, and George I. 
settled it for ; 

The Dean and Chapter of Westminster will 
ut forward their claim to an ounce of gold, 
00 simnels, three tuns of wine and ample 
fish for their repast on Coronation Day. In 
accordance with customs, this will, doubtless, 
be granted. 


A SILVER BASIN 


The Marquis of Exeter asks for a silver 
basin from which he may distribute alms, 
which will also, according to precedent, be 
granted; but the tun of wine for refreshment 
while performing the duty is usually re- 
fused ! 

The Barons of the Cinque Ports—one of the 
oldest traditional titles in the country—will put 
forward their claim to hold the canopies over 
the King’s head, and to retain them after 
the ceremony. As these are‘ of the finest

a i 


Lord Huntingdon will assert his right to 
carry the King's sword, and to retain it 
afterwards. The first part of the claim will 
be admitted, but he will be presented with 
& new sword as a souvenir of the occasion, 

The Lord Mayor of London’ will submit 
his right to carry a crystal mace at the 
ceremony, while the Earl of Erroll can assert 
his title to attend, carrying a silver mace 
má Bo with twelve ounces of gold at each 
end, 

And so the various claims go on. Each 
one must be decided according to precedent 
and present circumstances, ant each claim is 
argued fiercely by learned counsel. 

ntil the reign of George IV. the Corona- 
tion always finished with a banquet in West- 
minster Hall, and since this function has been 
abolished, many claims in cdnnection with it 
have vanished. Despite this, there will again 
be put forward various claims for such posts 
as: King’s Baker, King’s Saucerer, King’s 
Larderer, etc.

From very modest be- 
ginnings the bank and its associated 
savings banks in Londonderry and other 
centres have total funds of over 
£10,000,000. The position of the under- 
taking is so sound that even if every de- 
positor was paid off in full there would 
still be the sum of £219,530 left. 

Mr. Michael Andrews, a member of a 
well-known Ulster family which has played 
an important part in the business and 
philanthropic life of Ulster, might be re- 
garded as the founder of the Belfast 
Savings Bank. He was a kinsman of the 
present Minister of Labour in Northern 
Ireland (the Right Hon. J. M. Andrews) 
and Lord Justice Andrews. A group of 
philanthropic men, of whom Mr. Michael 
Andrews was one, met in 1808 and con- 
sidered a scheme to abolish mendicity, 
give employment to industrious poor, and 
the opening of a savings bank to encourage 
thrift among tradesmen and labourers who 
might be able to lay aside small sums oat 
of their weekly earnings. 

The Napoleonic wars, which bled the 
nation of manhood and' money, held up 
the scheme, and it was not until after 
Wellington’s victory at Waterloo that the 
savings bank scheme was put into opera- 
tion. ‘The bank opened every Friday 
night to receive sums of not less than 
10d., or more than £5. Mr. Andrews 
acted as hon. secretary of the bank for 
44 years, and, as the annual report states : 
“He was actuated by the same broad 
human sympathies for the workers of his 
day that characterised his distinguished 
kinsman, the Minister of Labour, to-day.’’ 

How widespread is the appeal for thrift 
is shown by the fact that there are over 
20,000 home safes operating on behalf of 
the bank, into which small sums are placed 
weekly in the homes of the people. Thc 
18.059 home safes opened last year re- 
vealed contents of £46,401, or an average 
of £2 lls. 4d. per safe. The open ac- 
counts number 77,743, an increase of 
4.520 over the previous year. In addition 
to nearly £10,000,000 due to depositors, 
there is £2,755,000 invested on behalf of 
special investors. The Belfast Savings 
Bank is now amalgamated with the 
Armagh, Coleraine and Londonderry 
Savings Banks, forming a strong combina- 
tion in the interest of small investors.

TEACHING THROUGH 
IRISH

Mr, Dillon, T.D., speaking at Glenties 
yesterday on the subject of the teaching 
of Irish in the schools, challenged the 
Minister for Education to allow a committee 
of independent people interested in education 
to inquire into the present position in the 
primary and secondary schools. ‘‘I assert 
that, if he does,” said Mr. Dillon, “he will 
find the present system of teaching Irish, and 
of trying to teach other subjects through the 
medium of Irish, outside the Gaelteacht, 1s 
not only killing all enthusiasm for the Irish 
language in the country, but is also depriv- 
ing the rising generation of our people of the 
education they must have if they are to 
make their way in the world or progress in 
real scholarship in their maturity. This 
matter is a grave and dangerous scandal and 
should be investigated and remedied without. 
delay.” 

Mr. Dillon added that he wanted Irish 
taught in the schools just as any other sub- 
ject was taught, “but the present system 
of teaching Irish in the oáihone ae secondary 
schools is not only injuring Irish, but de- 
stroying education as well. ‘Teaching children 
who don’t know a word of Irish through the 
medium of Irish is a tragic farce.” 

Speaking of the Fianna Fail policy of main 
taining a link with the Commonwealth of 
Nations, he said that if Mr. Boland, Minister 
for Lands, correctly interpreted the attitude 
of the Fianna Fail Party on that issue, then 
there was no difference between them and 
the United Ireland Party. If it was made 
clear that they were both agreed to maintain 
the sovereign independence of the State within 
the. Commonwealth, he believed -that real 
constructive work could be dene ‘for the re- 
establishment of national unity. As members 
of the Commonwealth he believed they could 
get valuable help from their fellow-members 
to bring Northern Ireland back into the 
Irish nation on terms that would be accept- 
able to the ordinary people on both sides ot 
the border, 

Refersring to economic conditions, he com- 
mented on the fall in agricultural prices and 
the decline in population, and contrasted the 
increasing cost of feeding stuffs, higher costs 
of government, rising level of taxation and 
the adverse trade balance lf the country 
was to be saved profitable markets would 
have to be found for agricultural output, the 
eost of raw materials in the agricultural in- 
dustry reduced, and the vost of living for the 
working people reduced. <A decent standard 
of living, ineluding decent education, would 
have to be provided for the ordinary people. 
At present many of the schools to which 
country children had to go were a public 
tiga and should be pulled down and re- 
built.

We are frightened lest our 
attempts to improve the looseness in our 
speech be looked upon as putting 
on side, or attempting to copy the 
nonchalant laziness of the so-called 
Oxford drawl—which is, perhaps, the worst 
of all the English dialects spoken, We are 
not ashamed of attempting to acquire the 
correct “accent” and pronunciation of a 
foreign language, but when it comes to our 
generally-spoken English we just won’t do it. 
What is this “voice culture”? It has two 
phases—in plain speech and in song. Between 
these two there are slight differences, which 
are apparent in their applications; but taking 
them together one may roughly explain these 
two words by two more, “ word-clothing.”’ 
Words are built on’ the vowel sounds of the 
English language, and are clothed by the 
consonants. This sounds simple enough, but 
simple as it is the majority of English speakers 
prefer the system in reverse. They speak on 
the consonants, and neglect the vowels. Take 
a. very good example in the word, “night,”

pronounce this word as “nyte” for the one

WENNER 


NEW POST-MORTEM |

id BRUSSELS, Sunday: 

A further post-mortem on Mr. Max 
Wenner, who fell from a Cologne-Croydon 
air liner near Genk last Monday, is to be 
held by order of the authorities at Brus- 
sels. All the papers which the Tongres 
authorities were able to collect are to be 
seized for use in the inquiry. 

According to the Derniere Heure, the 
post-mortem which was ft ; at Genk rv 
vealed that the body had lacerations in 
the heart and one lung, while the spinal 
column and right arm were fractured in 
several places. 

There was no clue, it is stated, to sug- 
gest that any violence was committed 
before Mr. Wentier fell out of.the aero- 
plane, and therefore the paper argues that 
the possibility of murder must be ruled 


considered. 

Fraulein Olga Buecksen: Schuetz, to 
whom Mr. Wenner was engaged, was in- 
formed. on Friday night that her 
fiancé’s dead body had at last been found 
in a pine wood near Genk (Limburg Pro 
vince). 

“TIT cannot believe that none of my 
dreams will come true, and that I shall 
never see him again,” she said to Reuter, 
in an interview at Cologne. She insists 
that Mr. Wenner had no reason to commit 
suicide. She has met several members of 
Wenner’s family, and was well received by 
them. He had told her some time ago 
that he had made a will! in her favour, “Sn 
case anything happens to me before we are 
married.” | 

Mr. Wenner’s first wife died last July.

There is at present a lack of fish around 
these coasts, and fishing companies in 
Britain build large trawlers, which go as 
far as Iceland for their fish. Most of the 
fish consumed in Ireland is imported, and 
the Dublin Trawling Company hope to build 
ten new trawlers which will be able to go 
far afield, and reduce the amount of fish 
imported to this country. i 
Mr. Herraghty is the first Irishman to 
qualify in Ireland for command of one of 
these trawlers.

GENEEAL FRANCO'S CLAIMS 


R. FRANK RYAN, of Dublin, speaking 
MI from Madrid Radio Centre Jast night 

began with a special message in Irfsh 
to his Republican comrades still in Ireland. 
Proceeding in English, he said that he 
intended in the time at his disposal to 
examine the claims put forward by Franco 
and his international Fascist accomplices that 
their murderous attack on the democratic 
Government of the Spanish people was the 
process of imposing “ Christianity ” on. the 
Catholic people of Spain. The employment 
of Mohammedan: Moorish troops and the 
refuse of international society should give 
some indication of the sincerity of this claim. 
The fact that an unorganised and untrained 
people had been able to successfully resist and 
defeat for six months an army reinforced with 
the pick of Hitler’s Nazi forces and the 
legions of Italian Fascism was in itself proof 
of the determination of the Spanish people to 
ensure victory at all costs. 

Up to the present in war it had been an 
accepted practice that mon-combatant civil 
pulation should not be subject to attack. 
ranco has made it a daily practice to bomb 
the civil population of Madrid with deadly 
result. The object of this is to terrorise the 
women and children in the hope that thus 
the moral of the defenders might be broken 
down and surrender result. Th. effect that 
this inhuman barbarity was producing was 
the opposite to that desired. The moreí of 
the Spanish people, both soldiers and 
civilans, was never higher, and thei deter- 
mination to triumph was .hardening every 
day. 

Lines of communication were intact, and 
the only inconvenience felt was shortage of 
food. They know that efforis to relieve 
privation are being made by humanitarian 
organisations in different parts of Europe, 
and they felt that even Franco's crusaders 
could not attempt to interfere with this work 
of humanity.

Governments of France, Italy, Germany, 
Portugal, and Russia, apparently in the 
hope that simultaneous action may be 
taken by these countries to prevent the 
further despatch of volunteers to Spain. 
It is a well-known fact that of recent 
months volunteers of one kind or another 
have been pouring into the Peninsula in 
ever increasing numbers. Many of these 
volunteers have gone to Spain with the 
purest motives. Many have gone merely in 
search of adventure; but every foreigner 
who has set foot on Spanish soil has 
tended to bedevil an already. tangled 
situation and to make more difficult the 
task of the peacemakers, May we hope 
that the example that has been set by the 
British Government will be followed by 
all. the other Governments concerned? 
There are substantial numbers of foreign 
volunteers in Spain ; but, however bravely 
they may fight for this side or for that, 
they will not decide the issue. In the 
long run, when all has been said and dona. 
the issue will be decided by' the 20,000,000 
Spaniards in whose country the fighting 
is taking Foreign intervention, 
is the height of folly. 
Meddling in Spanish affairs was one ot 
the primary causes of Napoleon’s down- 
fall—a fact which he admitted’ ruefully 
when it was too late to withdraw; and 
some of our pocket Napoleons, who think 
that they will gain glory for themselves 
on the Spanish front, probably will reach 
a like conclusion before they are very

| much older. We are concerned, in the first 


instance, with the young Irishmen who 
have ben induced to leave their homes in 
this country to seek the bubble reputation 
in. the Spanish cannon’s mouth. They 
cannot possibly hope to influence the 
decision as between General Franco and 
the Spanish Government. Most of them 
are fighting on the insurgents’ side; but 
one of them, Mr. Frank Ryan, broadcast 
a speech from Madrid last night urging 
people in this country to take the Govern- 
ment’s part. Mr. Ryan and many others 
who have gone to Spain are old enough, 
and have sufficient experience to take care 
of themselves; but the vast majority of 
the volunteers is composed of young boys 
who have no military training of any 
kind and never have shot anything more 
formidable than a rabbit. We do not care 
whether they are fighting for Genera! 
Franco o: for the Spanish Government: 


| They all are Irishmen whom this country 


cannot afford to lose.. After the fiasco of 
last week's affair at Passage East we have 
no doubt that recruits in the future will 
not be so easy to obtain; but there must 
be at least a thousand young Irishmen 
in Spain at the moment, and those who 
are responsible for their departure have 
undertaken an awful responsibility. Does 
the Free State Government approve of 
this wanton export of young Irish. lives? 
Does the Roman Catholic Church approve 
of it? Hitherto there has been silence in 
high places. No attempt has been made 
to dissuade the emigrants, or to explain 
to them the appalling risks that they are 
taking. Certain individual volunteers, we 
understand, already have been re- 
patriated from France after unpleasant ex- 
periences in the Peninsula. What will 
become of the others? One of these days 
some of them will be killed, possibly at 
the hands of brother Irishmen in a foreign 
land. We do not envy the feelings of 
those who have sent these boys to Spain 
when they learn of the first casualty ; and 
we appeal to everybedy concerned to put 
an end to this futile and dangerous 
adventure. 


British Shipping 

The position of British shipping has 
been causing some uneasiness for the past 
few years. Only a little time ago hundreds 
of vessels, large and small, were “‘ tied 
up “ in the river-mouths of England and 
Scotland ; building was at its lowest point ; 
historic shipyards were closed down, and, 
in some instances, dismantled. This 
desolate position has altered somewhat for 
the better during the past two years, but 
it seems doubtful if the old British margin 
of superiority ever will be regained. Since 
the end of the war the decline in the 
numerical superiority of British-owned 
ships over those of al] other nations has 
fallen steadily from just under 42 per cent. 
of the total in 1914 to about 27 per cent. 
last year, It must be noted, however, 
that, while there has been an actual 
decline in the tonnage of British shipping 
in those twenty-two years, the decline is 
not nearly so pronounced as the figures 
quoted would indicate. What has 
happened is that foreign countries and 
British Dominions have increased their 
tonnage; while the British tonnage 
remained almost stationary. During the 
years that have passed since 1914 the total 
shipping tonnage has risen by nearly 
20 million tons—from 45 million to. 64 
million tons—and the relative position of 
British shipping has been altered 
radically. In the middle of 1914 Britain | 
and British Dominions controlled 20} 
million tons of the total of 45 millions ; in 
the middle of 1936 this figure had declined 
to just over 20 million tons in a total of

When the position of the shipbuilding 
industry in Great Britain: and Northern 
Ireland generally is examined the position 
is, if anything, worse. In particular, the 
work done in British shipyards for foreign 
countries has fallen to about a third part 
of ‘the pre-war total. During the years 
from the beginning of the century to the 
outbreak of the War the number of ships 
built m British and Northern Irish ship- 
yards for foreign countries reached an 
ann ial average of over a thousand ; since 
the end of the War this figure has been 
reached on only four occasions. For the 


‘years since 1930 the number of ships build- 


ing in British yards for foreign countries 
rarely has been more than half the pre- 
War average, while there has been an in- 
creasing tendency to have ships for British 
customers built in foreign yards. Touching 
this point, Sir Maurice Denny, who was 
President of the Shipbuilding Federation 
last year, points out that, while in 1914 
British yards held 22 wer cent. of their 
work from foreign countries, it was only 
14 per cent. last ycar. In foreign ship- 
yards last year, he states, no less than 34 
per cent. of the total under construction 
was to the order of external customers. In 
Germany especially, thanks to the ex- 
change regulations, of that country,. 
between 45 and 53 per cent, of the ship- 
building is to the order of other countries, 
including Britain. Thus, the British pro- 
portion of shipbuilding has fallen to only 
44 per cent, of the world total, as com- 
pared with the 50 per cent. of as late as 
1929.. Last year 219 vessels were build- 
ing in British yards, with a tonnage of 
929,000, while foreign yards were build- 
ing 362 vessels, with a tonnage of 
1,183,000. The ships in British yards 
were larger, but nearly half the available 
shipbuilding berths remained unoccupied. 
There has been, it is true, some improve- 
ment since 1933, when four out of every 
five building berths in British yards were 
vacant, and thousands of highly-skilled 
workers queued-up for the ‘‘ dole’’ instead 
of building ships. The new naval pro- 
gramme will bring back some of these 
workers to active work, but the statement 
has been made that prolonged idleness has 
rendered large numbers of workers unfit 
for re-employment. 

Some highly important questions, more 
than usually important at the moment, 
when European peace to hang 
perilously in the balance, are suggested 
by these figures. The first is: how far is 
the present available supply of skilled 
labour in the British shipbuilding industry 
capable of coping simultaneously with a 
revival in merchant shipbuilding and the 
demand for a large number of ships of 
war? The second is: can the present crews 
of merchant ships, who are to a consider- 
able extent members of the Royal Naval 
Reserve, be withdrawn. for war service 
without serious damage to the merchant 
services and the food and raw materials 
supplies! On the first point, that of 
labour shortage in shipyards, Sir Maurice 
Denny has said that few, if any; suitable 
skilled men are unemployed, although the 
vificial figure for such unemployment is 
28 per cent, ‘‘ Men who are over age and 
whe have been idle for many years do not 
form a reservoir which can be immediately 
tapped,’’ he says, and it is this very point 
which has misled people. According to 
the same authority, there is a definite 
labour shortage in the shipbuilding 
industry, which must be made good before 
the British shipyards can feel secure 
again. The cause is, of course, the de 
pression of the industry since the end of 
the War; idle yards did not need either 
craftsmen or apprentices. The other ques- 
tion is, if anything, even more important, 
The reduction in naval enlistment in the 
post-War period naturally has reduced 
also the numbers of reservists who would 
be immediately available to bring ships’ 
companies to full strength; and it is said 
that the majority of such men are serving 
in merchant ships. Were these reservists 
withdrawn for war service, the crews of

merchant ships’ would be depleted so 


severely that many of them could not 
continue in service, and such a diminu- 
tion at a time of crisis might well prove 
decisive. That some new and hitherto 
untried solution of these problems is 
necessary is plain; but exactly what the 
solution shovld be is doubtful.

“Calling All Cars’’ 


It is said that even British majors are 
stirred by the muezzin’s call to prayer 
from the minaret, As the British major

call from the minaret; barbarous and al! 
as it is, stirs in him dreams of mother, of 
home, and in a rather unfortunate number 
of cases of beauty. The call induces melan- 
cholia and nostalgia. It is eerie, unreal, 
and yet there is a quality of sweet sadness 
about it which goes a long way to recon- 
cile the British major to the inferior 
nature of the beer. The muezzin has been 
wailing forth his cry now for many a 
troubled century, and throughout many a 
troubled century the faithful have heard 
his voice and have hastened to prayer. 
Melancholic, nostalgic, and sad as it 1s, 
the muezzin’s call has been distinguished 
by a certain resonance of tone. It has 
succeeded in impinging so sharply upon 
the consciousness of the faithful that the 
faithful even have heard it in the con- 
cluding stages of a financial discussion, 
and have turned as one man towards 
Mecea. The sickening thing is that in 
Singapore the noise of the infidel motor 
cars now has become so obtrusive that even 
the voice of the muezzin is drowned in the 
clash of gears, in the squeal of brakes, 
and in the death rattles of dying 
pedestrians. A curious state of affairs has 
come to pass. The muezzin operates on 
the ground floor of the mosque. He 
delivers his age-old call into a microphone, 
and the age-old call is spread throughout 
the city by the agency of loud speakers, 
which are installed ninety feet above the 
ground in the four towers of the minaret. 
The loud speakers are connected to the 
muezzin by 1,000 feet of reinforced cable 
Although we have little knowledge ot the 
effect it seems to be a wholly admirable 
idea; and the only hope is that circum 
stances will not move the muezzin one day 
to begin: ‘Calling all cars—calling all 
cars.’’

Great Britain and France are 
responsible for the idea, and both intend 
to press it forward.

British Architecture 


The exhibition of British architecture 
| will be opened to the public to-morrow in 
the galleries of the Royal Academy, and, 
if it lacks the charm and colouring of some 
of the former winter shows, it possesses a 
beauty of its own which visitors will find 
most attractive. Hundreds of drawings, 
plans, elevations and sketches, with scores 
of scale models, reveal how architecture 
has changed, and possibly improved, 
during the past four hundred. years. 
Models show nearly every kind of build 
ing, from magnificent churches down to 
cottage homes; while one most interesting 
feature is Sir Christopher Wren’s mode! 
for the City of London, as he would have 
rebuilt it after the great fire. An album 
contains the plans of the Palace of Blen- 
heim, some of the work of Sir John Van- 
brugh. A model of St. Donat’s Castle, in 
Glamorgan, belonging to Mr. W. K. 
Hearst, is very attractive, as it shows the 
improvements and alterations made by the 
owner. One rather sad exhibit is a 
sketch of the central hall of the Crystal 
Palace, as designed by Sir Joseph 
Paxton. 


The Fleet Air Arm 


The most important question of the 
control of the Fleet air arm is being con- 
sidered by the Government, and the views 
of the Chiefs of Staff of the Navy, Army 
and R.A.F. have been ascertained. These 
have been submitted to a Cabinet com- 
mittee, and an announcement on the sub- 
ject 1s likely to be made soon after Par- 
liament reassembles. It is expected thet 
full control of the Fleet air arm will be 
transferred to the Admiralty, but at the 
same time it will be confined solely to 
aircraft co-operating with warships, and 
there will be nothing in the nature of the 
formation of a new Royal Naval air ser- 
vice such as existed before its amalza- 
mation with the Royal Flying Corps into 
the R.A.F. in 1918. 


Canadian Cattle 


Efforts recently started in Canada to 
increase trade with this country are taking 
definite shape, and close continuous per- 
sonal contact with the British market is to 
be established by the appointment of repre. 
sentatives with practical knowledge of 
British requirements. The cattle hair 
especially is to be developed in competi- 
.tion with the Irish Free State. In 1935 
there were virtually no importations owing 
to the extent to which cattle from Canada 
were absorbed in the American market 
that year, but the trade was resumed last 
year, and over five thousand head of cattle 
and horses passed through Cardiff, which 
is one of the few ports in this country 
licensed for the importatien of Canadian 
cattle. Great care is to be eaercised re- 
garding the quality of the cattle, and in 
future these will be more closely inspected 
than hitherto before being sk'pped. 


King Leopold 


King Leopold of the Belgians, accom- 
panied by the Queen Mother and his 
brother, Prince Albert, has left Brussels 
for a holiday in Switzerland. It is said 
that the journey has been taken chiefly 
with a view to the improvement of the 
King’s health, which has not been too good 
of late, as he cannot sleep. His doctors 
‘have recommended a visit to Switzerland 
in the hope that the air may give him 
rest. There have been rumours of late 
that the King intends to marrv again 
shortly, but these are denied in Belgium, 
where it is known that the Kinz adheres 
steadfastly to the memory of Queen 
Astrid, and has on several occasions 
indignantly denied that he intended to 
marry again.

VAIN SEARCHES FOR 
OTHER SAILORS

TWO trawlers, one a Fleetwood 
- boat and the other a French 
vessel, were lost off the British coast 
yesterday and eleven men are 
believed to have been drowned. 

The Fleetwood steam trawler San 
Sebastian struck a rock off the rocky 
coast of the Island of Islay, Argyll- 
shire. The master and eight hands 
were picked up and four members of 
the crew are missing. 

The French steam trawler Notre 
Dame de Lourdes (375 tons) ,was in 
collision off the mouth of the Thames 
with the steamer Theems. (553 tons), 
belonging to the Walford Lines, Ltd., 
London. The trawler sank and seven 
of her crew were drowned. 

When the San Sebastian struck visi- 
bility was bad. An attempt was made to 
launch the trawler’s boat, but it was 
smashed on the rails. ‘The crew jumped 
overboard, and eight of them succeeded in 
reaching the rocks. Some hours after- 
wards they were rescued by a Iccal steamer, 
the Pibroch. 

The master of the trawler clung to a 
rock for ten or eleven hours before he was 


rescued, The men are being cared for by 
the Shipwrecked Mariners’ Association at

Port Askaig lifeboat put out to look for 
the missing men, and ‘parties of coast- 
guards with rocket apparatus were later 
searching the rocky gullies and islets along 
the coast. 

The San Sebastian is a trawler of 271 
tons, belonging to the Boston Deep Sea 
Fishing and Ice Company, registered at 
Fleetwood. She was built in 1918 bv the 
Collingwood Shipbuilding Co., Colling- 
wood, Ontario, Canada, 

Islay is the most southern island of the 
Inner Hebrides, and is thirteen miles west 
of the coast of Kintyre.

BODIES RECOVERED 

During the afternoon one body was 
taken from the sea near where the San 
Sebastian went down. 

The Port Ellen lifeboat last night found 
the bodies of two of the crew of the San 
Sebastian and landed them at Ardbeg. 

It is understood that the crew had to 
jump overboard and swim.

HE proposals made for a settle- 
E ment of the question arising 
out of the Supreme Court judgment. 
in July of 1933, whereby: It; was, 
decided that ex-Service men were 
entitled to their cottages free of 
rent during their lifetime, and 
announced exclusively in the ‘ Irish 
Times,” are now confirmed in a 
letter, issued from the headquarters 
of the Irish Sailors’ and Soldiers’ 
Land Trust, London. The following 
is the text of the letter addressed to 
the oecupiers of the Trust cottages 
in the Irish Free State :— 


“299 Abingdon street, 
‘Westminster, London, 8.W. 1, 
‘7th January, 1937. 


“Srp —The occupiers of the cottages of 
the Irish Sailors’ and Soldiers’ Land Trust 
in the Irish Free State are generally aware 
that negotiations have taken place between 
representatives of the Trust and repre- 
sentatives of other interests with a view 
to formulating agreed proposals which 
might be made the basis of legislation for 
the settlement of administration diffi- 
culties and doubts which have arisen as 
a result of the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the Leggett case in 1935. 

‘Such agreed proposals were, in fact, 
formulated, and were agreed to in their 
personal capacity by all the representa 
tives present, and are those of which 4 
copy is attached to this letter. 

‘Their object was, briefly, to settle the 
difficulties abeve referred to; to give a 
secure legal status to the widows of de- 
ceased ex-Service men remaining in occu- 
pation of their husbands’ cottages; to 
provide for a satisfactory purchase scheme, 
and to relieve the occupiers of the burden 
of upkeep by the transfer of maintenance 
obligations to the Trust in consideration 
of a charge to cover such maintenance and 
administration. oe 

“The Trust is not in a position to 
proceed further with these proposals, but 
it desires that the occupiers should be 
made aware of the precise form of the 
scheme which has been under considera- 
tion.—I am, sir, your cbedient servant, 

(Signed) ‘‘G. F. Avexanper.” 


THE PROPOSALS

The following is the text of the agreed 
proposals : — 

““ (1) That all sums paid or claimed to 
be due prior to the Act under any agree- 
ment or purported agreemert between the 
Trvst anit any occupier or former occupier 
of a Trust cottage should be made 
irrecoverable, and that no claim should 
be entertained by any court against the 
Trust in respect thereof or in respect of 
any prior eviction or re-taking of posses- 
sicn by the Trust. 

“ (2) That every ex-Service man who 
had been put into possession of a cottage 
by the Trust and is in oceupation at the 
date of the Act (hereinafter called ‘the 
occupier’), or who may hereafter be put 
in possession, shoald be declared to be 
entitled to ‘hold the cottage for his life, 
subject to observance of the conditions set 
out in the schedule to the Act. 

‘ (3) That, the occupier should lose his 
rights and be liable to eviction by Order 
of Court on the ground of failure to observe 
the scheduled conditions—e.g., on convic- 
tion of an offence otherwise than by a 
Court of summary jurisdiction, user for a 
forbidden purpose, wilful waste, the 
breach of such covenants as are usual in 
standard forms of letting by municipal 
corporations, failure to keep the interior in 
reasonable condition. 

Provided that where an _ occupier 
neglects to pay the authorised sums, and 
where a Court Order is obtained under the 
“nforcement of Courts Orders. Act, 1926, 
directing him to make a payment of the 
amount due, and he refuses or neglects to 
obey, the Trust shall have power to sue 
for eviction instead of the usual applica- 
tion for committal to prison, and his 
refusal or neglect to obey the Court’s 
Order to be deemed to be full and 
sufficient cause for the granting of a decree 
for possession. : 

““ (4) That there should be repayable to 
the Trust by the occupiers a sum 
calculated so as to cover solely the cost of 
external and structural repairs, insurance, 
water, sanitation, and administration.

Subsequent to our publication of the 


above proposals, the minds of many ex- 
Service men were exercised as to the 
position of the contracting parties, hut no 
information could be elicited. On inquiry 
during, the week-end like ignorance was 
found to prevail. A number whom I 
interviewed on the proposals asked me— 
“What is meant by ‘ to hold the cottage 
for his life, subject to observance of the 
conditions set out in the Schedule to the 
Act?’ ”. It appears to be anticipated that 
some measure of legislation is ‘contem- 
plated by the contracting parties to the 
agyéed proposals and the Irish Free State 
Government to regularise the position ;

The latter ex- 
Service men, however, had the opportunity 
of going to the House of Lords, but failod 
to do so, apparently through lack ef 
funds. 

Following the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the Free State, three claims were 
brought against the Land Trust: (1) For 
the.recovery of the rents paid prior to she 
judgment; (2) for restoration to «ottages 
or compensation for eviction prior to July, 
1933,.and (3) for the right of a-widow to 
remain in occupation. All three cases 
were dismissed in the High Court, and ary 
listed for hearing on appeal during the 
present Hilary Law Sittings. 

The Schedule to the “ Act ” has not 
been quoted, and consequqently ex-Service 
men are loth to commit themselves to the 
‘agreed proposals ” in any way.

The observers appointed by the League 
of Nations to study conditions in the

The Arabs and the Armenians are ask- 
ing for the maintenance cf the status 
quo—namely, that the Sanjak should auto- 
matically become a part of the antonomous 
Syria, which is provided for after a period 
of three years shall have elansed after the 
Franco-Syrian Treaty of 1936. 

An Antioch telegram of yesterday’s date 
‘says:—Bazaars are open again here to- 
dav, and traffic has, returned. to normal, 
following yesterday’s shopkeepers’ strike 
organised by pro-Turkish elements. As a 
reply to the Turkish demonstration the 
Arabs are planning a big manifestation 
for to-morrow afterncon. 

A German message says:—Signs of 
protress tn the negetiatrons between the 
French and Turkish Governments over the 
Seanjak of Alexandretta are seen here in 
the announcement to-dav that the League 
Council meeting fixed for January 18th 
has been postponed until Thursday, the 
21st. Dr. Wellington Koo, President of 
the Council, has agreed to this alteration 
at the request of the two Governments. 

In Geneva it is taken to indicate that 
the direct negotiations between France 
and Turkey give promise of a satisfactory 
settlement. 


RIOTING 


An Alexandgetta Reuter izlegram, dated 
yesterday, states that several demon- 
strators were hurt during riots between 
pro-Turkish and vro-Syrian factions here 
this afternoon.

EXPENDITURE - 


THE GRANGEGORMAN. 
ESTIMATES. 


W ‘there has been a decrease in. 


the number of patients from County 
Dublin in Gvrangegorman Mental 


Hospital, the number from the city has 


shown a considerable increase. The draft: of 
the proposed estimate and demand of the 
hospital dor. the Dy 1937-'38. shows that in 
the year-ended h, 1936, there were 2,715 
patients from Dublin City, whereas in the 
eight months ended November 30 of last 
year the figure was. 2,725, The figures in 
respect of County Dublin in these two periods 
declined from 499 to 495, and in respect of 
County Wicklow there was an increase from 
320 to 335. . 

Commenting on the figures, the accountant 
(Mr. T. K. Moylan), who has made a report 
on the astimates, says that in the case of 
County Wicklow the increase is greater 
actually, and much greater relatively, than 
in the case of Dublin "ar During the last 
ten years the: number of County Wicklow 
patients has increased by 16 per cent.—i.c., 
trom 288 in 192/ to 333 in 1956. 


INCREASED DEMAND 


The total estimated demand amounts. to 
£197,576, an increase of £14,252 on last year’s 
demand. The following are the amounts to 
be demanded ;—Dublin Corporation, £152,264 
(an increase of £11,970); Dublin Co. Council, 
£25,575 (a decrease of £854); Wicklow Co. 
Council, £19,937 {an increase of £3,116). 
The facters mainly responsible for the in- 
crease in the present demand are :—Salanes 
and allowances for the additional staff to 
bring into operation a 48-hour working weex 
for attendants and nurses; the increased cost 
of superannuation in respect of the compul- 
sory retirement of officers aged 65 years and 
over; the net increase in the cost of the 
general supply services, and increased sums 
necessary to provide for repayment of Joans. 
The net revenue for 1937-38 is estimated at 
£26,280, an increase of £1,080 on last year’s 
figures. The increase is made up as fol- 
lows:—Paving patients, £850; service 
patients, £100; farm account sales, £200; 
old stores, £10. Sasaries and wages are up 
by £200, superannuation by £3,080, provisions 
and groceries by £2,790, clothing £1,500, bed- 
ding £200. In addition there will be an in 
crease of £7,730 for the new staff to be em- 
ployed on April 1, 1937. There are decreases 
In respect of farm and garden expenses, 
tobacco and snuff, medicines and surgery, 
water supply and repairs; so that the net 
increase in maintenance expenditure will be 
£16,385, after making provision for the repay- 
ment of loan and interest. 


SALARIES AND WAGES 


In regard to salaries and wages, there will 
many reductions in the immediate future 

on the retirement of senior officers, but the.a 
will be offset by the increased cost of the 
os nursing staff, due to the fact that a 
much larger number ate now on maximum 
rate of pay. Two attendants and three 
nurses also have been added to the staff as 
occupational therapy officers. 

“Under the bead of provisions and 
groceries, a net increase of £2,790 is shown." 
says the accountant, ‘“‘and I am somewhat 
apprehensive as to whether this amount will 
be adequate to meet the gencral advance in 
prices which has taken place and the fact 
that prices show every tendency to still 
further increase.”’ 

“The price of woollen goods of every 

descrintion is soaring, and it is anticipated 
that the general advance in the cost of cloth- 
ing and bedding materials, both. woollen, 
cotton and linen. will not be less than from 
15 per cent. to 20 per cent.’’ 
In regard to the committee's farming ‘and 
garden. expenses, the report states that, not.

On the basis of the estimate now submitted 
the average cost per patient for maintenance 
shows an increase of £3 12s, 7d. on last year, 
and the total cost, including repayment of 
loans, an increase of 2317s.

The body of a Royal Air Force officer, 
whose name is given as Flight-Lieutenant 
Francis Arthur Paynter, aged twenty- 
seven, and who was buried in an 
avalanche yesterday, while. attempting to 
climb the Guentlespitze, in the Western 
Austrian mountains, was found by a rescue 
party to-day. It was carried down to the 
valley. The dead man’s address is given 
as Blackmore House, Brentwood, Essex. 

Accompanied by two young German 
businessmen he had got half-way up the 
mountain when the’ two Germans urged 
the Englishman to turn back, because a 
storm was threatening. A descent was 
agreed upon, and the party began to come 
down.

Suddenly an avalanche half a mile in 
length broke. One of the Germans 
managed to ski out of the way. Then, 
looking back, he discovered that his two 
companions were buried. The hair of the 
other German could be seen through the 
snow, and after about half an hour he was 
dug out alive.

only with occasional skylights was remark- 
able. However, 1t did not appear to have

_ The next call was the Model Farm of 
Nós sara; College, Cork, which is under the 
coútrol oí the Department oí Education.

The byres 
here are considered the most. up-to-date in 
the country, and, with the large polished 
concrete stalls and. automatic equipment, they 
were as immaculate as a modern bathreom. 
All the milking is done by machinery, The 
piggeries, too, are of the latest type, many 
of them being equip with automatic 
feeders and creeps for the young pigs. 

Particular interest was shown in the silo, 
a concrete structure, built partly under- 
ground, where experiments are being carried 
out in the production of ensilage. Pieleiene 
Boyle explained the process of production, 
and said that it should be possible to produce 
about eight tons of ensilage per acre. 

Thanks were voted to the officials by the 
delegates at the conclusion of their visit, and 
the congress ended.

'ENGLISH FAMILY IN CAR

Two members of an English family were 
killed this evening when the car in which 
they were travelling came into collision 
with a motor furniture van.

Generally 
speaking, the journal consists of matter of 
importance to the prospective employer and 
to the graduate seeking one. One criticism 
I would like to make is that there is not 
enough use made of the sub-editor’s pen.

TEN DEAD IN ALPINE 
AVALANCHES 


TOURISTS TRAPPED 


From REUTER 8 Corresponpent. 
BERNE, Sunday. 


Ten people lost their lives in the Alps 
this week-end in three accidents caused 
by avalanches. Seven were killed when an 
avalanche fell on a party of nine ski-ers 
on the Brisen Massif, Canton of Unter- 
walden, yesterday, One man got free and 
ran for help, and his companions, all dead 
except one, were dug out to-day. 

The party were tourists living in 
Lucerne. They were moving at a height 
of about 6,250 feet when the snow bore 
down and buried them. 

To-day a fresh disaster occurred in a 
chain of mountains in the Canton of Saint 
Gall. An avalanche fell on a party of four 
ski-ers, of whom two were killed. 

Near La Furka, Canton of Uri, yester- 
day two milifary couriers were swept away 
by an avalanche. One got clear, but the 
other was found dead this morning.

VISCOUNT FEILDING 


Viscount Feilding, eldest son of the Earl 
of Denbigh, died at his home, Newnham 
Paddox, near Rugby, on Saturday night, aged 
51. He had been ill only a few days with 
influenza. 

Lord Feilding was educated at the Oratory 
School, Edgbaston, Birmingham, and at 
Christ Church, Oxford. He entered the Army 
in 1906, served throughout the European War, 
and was mentioned in despatches and awarded 
the D.8.0.

On Saturday last, for the first time since 
1931, the annual Inter-University Team Trial 
took place in Ireland, the intermediate events 
having been held in England.
